W oohlogtoa was 
a aommoo-place man, but com- 
do oat akhlblt euah 
brilliant sehlsvem-ats as the retreat 
after the defeat of Brad dock, the arose 
lag of the Delaware la 1776, or the Seal 
strategy by wbloh he compelled the ear. 

t* of Lord Ooawallle, whereby “the 
corn ** ee ea old oegro espreeeod It, “wee 
ell shelled off. end nothing but tho oob 
woe loft." To begin without an organ¬ 
ised army, without n treasury, without 
even an established govern meet to sup¬ 
port him; to resist the entire British 
empUe for eight years, end at the sad 
establish a oouotry end e govern moot 
like the 0 sited States of Amerioe. wee 
the work of no oommon-plaoe man. It 
woe tho work of genius. 

So of Lloooin: bo was a man of genius. 
He who wroU tho drat and eeoond In¬ 
augurals, the Gettysburg speech, end tbs 
proclamation of emancipation, waa not 
an ordinary man. 

Both worn great man; great even In 
stature and bodily strength , hut ohlvffy 
In Intellectual and moral strength. It 
happened to the writer of this article to 
be In Wanhlngton at the time of Mr. 
Unooln's sonsseloaUon.to be lnolooeooo* 
tact wltb Mr. Lincoln s paator, Bev. Dr. 
Pblneaa D. Gurley, and to preoob on 
tbe day following Mr. Lincoln's death, 
at the pastor's request, from the test. 
*• Ho being deed, yet speakelh." He . 
11: 14. Dr. Gurley's mind, under tbe 
tremendous ihock, wee obviously ab¬ 
sorbed, as wee natural. In reviewing end 
weighing tho oharecter end oereer of tbe 
remarkable man * ho bed been for four 
years bis parishioner. Dr. Ouriey was 
himself e strong man, of sound Judg¬ 
ment. and of very ooneervotlve leaden* 
else. Probably no other person bad the 
seme opportunity as tbe writer to see 
the workings of the pastor's mind, and 
to hoar hta first estimates of Presldoot 
Linoolo et that awful Juncture. “Whet 
Is greatness V asked the bereaved pas¬ 
tor, talking ratber to himself than to bta 
bearer. “See wbat be baa done ! Mul¬ 
tiply by ten tbe dlffloultlea wblob bave 
con Iron led all tbe Presidents from *asb- 
Ington downward, and they do not equal 
wbat no baa met sod overcome. He waa 
ao often right when others thought dif¬ 
ferently, that tnea came to say that ha 
wee probably correct, however It might 
look to them a Ives.'* 

For s man born In a grade so bumble; 
without means of oduoalloo; a pioneer 
country lawyer; e few years In the State 
Legislature and only one term in Con¬ 
gress ; Substantially untried la crest 
affaire, either for himself or for others; 
without prestige, suoh as Washington 
and other Presidents had; elected et 
suoh a momentous oriels, by a very pro- 

three large parties against him. 
Jedgment of ail the five then 
living ex Presidents In opposition to 
him; substantially uok own to the 
e luntry. which trembled wltb appreheu- 
sloo; wltb rivals la hie own party, far 
longer tried and more famous then him- 
self; for this patient, sens i tive, melan¬ 
choly man to eooounter et fifty-two 
years of age such e herculean task, end 
suoeeed In It, was one of the moat 
S rtklng proofs of Inherent nod self- 
disciplined greatness In human history. 
Ognlus Is shown by doing wbat other 
men cannot do; or by dolog common 
things better than other men can do 
them. By this standard. If Waablogtoo 
end Lincoln were not greet, where can 
genius and greatness be fouod? 

It la true that Waablogtoo, wbeo 
elect-<1 Commander lo-Cblef of the 
Anericao armies, rose In hie place In 
0 -egress, of wbloh he woe e member, 
end put on record hie convict loo that he 
wee Incompetent to the great teak ; end 
that Line -lo said to tbs Presbyterian 
General Assembly, who relied upon him 
at the Wblte House, •• I am not a greet 
men; God usee the weak things of the 
world but tbetr humility woe a part of 
tbelr greatoeee Both accounted ibat 
God ooly Is greet. 

Both were from childhood, almost from 
Infancy, persons of tbe most exalted 
ambition. They se**med dimly oooectoue 
from tbs first of tbelr destiny. Lin 
coin Is sold to have often expressed it, lo 
the naivete of childhood, before old 
eoougb to be restrained by self-eoosoioua 
modeary. Washington from tbs first pre¬ 
served ole must unimportant childhood 
papers, as If they might become of Inte¬ 
rest to future ages, as they are,belog now 
1 1 tbe course of publication, verbatim at 
literatim. Liocolo won probably tbe 
better speller, but both wrote well es 
boys. Aepl'Stlon was ao Idle vgolly lo 
either, but a oobie Inspiration from tbelr 
Creator. Both were remarkable for 
moral stability, wblcb contributed more 
tban all tbelr other qualities to tbelr 
usefulness end eminence. Tbe little 
batebet Is tbe Jest of Amerloso history, 
but tbe anbeodlng veracity -ludlcated 
made Washington. Prom first to last 
Lincoln was known as “Honest Abe." 

t was tbe foundation of bln pro emi¬ 
nence Without tbe profound confidence 
of tbe peopje lo tbelr morel characters.
